He 
was faithful in his attendance at 
Sunday school, and every Sunday 
morning he deposited his tenth 
(tithe) in the treasurey in some 
way for the Lord. 


It was only a few short years 
until this youth was a partner 
in the firm, soon became chief 
manager, and a little later, as 
his employer grew old and had 
to retire from business this same 
youth now about middle age was 
the soul owner of the great 
establishment. Did he succeed? 
What was the secret ef his suc- 
cess?

But our subject is not so much 
about how to make a success in 
secular business; we want to 
know the secret of success in 
winning souls for Ohrist and sav- 
ing them from everlasting pun- 
ishment.

Where shall we goin search of 
this secret? Yes, where’ shall 
we go? Many different answers 
may flesh across the minds of 
my hearers when this question is 
presented, but what is the true 
answer? 


Vil ask, Has this secret ever 
been found? Multitudes of souls 
have been won for Christ. Some 
plan has surely been success- 
ful. Yes, this is true, and 
many of the saints of old, yea, 
and during all the centuries of 
the Ohristian era, saints of God 
have learned the secret and have 
seen it work. It is always the 
case that remarkable out pourings 
of God’s Spirit that brought a har- 
vest of souls have been preceded 
by extraordinary prayer. In a 
word, then, the secret of success 
in winning souls for Christ and 
saving them from everlasting 
punishment is PRAYER. 


I often think of a story that 
came to me years ago when I was 
just entering the ministry. It 
made a strong impression on my 
mind then and is fresh inmy mem- 
ory yet. In February,1861,a terri- 
ble gale raged along the coast of 


England. In one bay (Hartle- 
pool) it wrecked ‘eighty-one 
vessels. While the storm was 


at its height the ‘Rising Sun,’’ 
a stout big, struck on Longrear 
Rock, a reef extending a mile 
from one side of the bay. She 
sank, leaving only her’ two 
top masts above the foaming 
waves, 

The life boats were away, res- 
cuing wrecked crews. The only 
means of saving the men clinging 
to the swaying masts was the 
rocket apparatus. Before it could 





be adjusted one mast fell. Just 
as the rocket bearing the life- 





line went bouming 
mortar the other mast toppled 
over. 

Sadly jhe rocket men began 
to drawin their line, feeling 
that their effort and labor was 
unsuccessful, when suddenly, 
they felt that something was st- 
tached to it, and ina few minutes 
hauled on to the beach the ap- 
parently lifeless body of a sailor 
boy. ‘Trained and tender hands 
worked, and in a short time 
became conscious. 


With amazement he gazed 
around on the crowd of kind 
and sympathizing friends He 
looked up into the weather-bea- 
ten face of the old fisherman 
near him and asked: 

“Where am 1?”’ 

“Thou art safe, my lad.’’ 

‘*Where’s the cap’n?” 

**Drowned, my lad.”’ 

“The mate, then?” 

‘*He’s drowned, too.” 

“The crew?”’ 

“They. are all lost, my lad, 
thou art the only one saved.”

The boy stood overwhelmed 
for a few moments; then raised 
both his hands, and cried in a 
loud voice, ‘‘My mother’s been 
praying for me! my mother’s 
been praying for me!’’ And 
then he dropped on his knees on 
the wet sand, and hid his sobbing 
face in his hands.

The saying 1s true, everyone 
that loves Jesus wants to be a 
soul winner. Then the secret of 
success in soul winning js pre- 
valling prayer. But what is 
prevailing prayer? Prevailing 
prayer is the prayer that infalli- 
bly secures the object asked for, 
and no other, ‘*W hatsoever 
things ye desire when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them and 
ye shall have them.’’ (Mark 11 
24.) A boy is far away from 
home—A wicked -youth, but 
mother is praying for him many 
hundreds of miles away. She 
has her prayer and faith wrapt 
around the throne. There she 
holds with no yielding—no giv- 
ing down. 

The boy tries to drown his con- 
victions with drink, but somehow 
he cannot succeed. <A strange 
power moves him. He wanders 
about. Presently he hears sing- 


ing. He knows what it is and 
fries tO go Onein another direc- 


a|tion, but presently he enters the 
| tent or mission and finally lands 
at the altar and is saved. 


Ah, 
itis mother’s prayer. This is 
prevailing prayer. 

The ange! said to Jacob (Gen. 
32:28.) ‘‘As a prince hast thon 
power with God and with men, 
and hast prevailed.”’ If, by the 
effort of prayer, we may prevail, 
both with God and with men, is 
there anything else in life that 
we can do which, in importance 
and power, is equal to prayer?

| forth that all the Jews should be 


put to death under the bloody 
plot of Haman, Mordecai inform- 
what was coming 
unless something should be done 
to influence the king to altar the 
decree, and Esther sent word to 
Mordecai: ‘‘Go,gather together 
all the Jews that are present in 
Shushan, and fast ye for me; 


‘and neither eat, nor drink for 


three days, nightor day. I also, 
my maidens will fast like- 
wise, and so will I goin, unto 
the king, which is not according 
to the law; and, if I perish | 
perish.”” When the Jews had 
thus for three days and three 
vights, fasted and prayed, God 
aywered and delivered them, 
and destroyed their enemy. 
What could» have availed in 
this case but fasting and prayer? 
The lives of the multitudes of 
the Jews, scattered throughout 
the vast realm of Ahasuerus, de- 
pended on fasting and prayer. 

It is not too much to say that 
the salvation of the lost of earth 
infinitely more, 
depends upon the prayers of the 
saints of God. You can talk to 
them, you can preach to them, 
you can sing to them, you can be 
kind to them, and use your in- 
fluence every way possible to get 
them gayed, but not until some- 
body prevails with God in prayer 
will the truth be applied and 
their spirit broken so they can 
repent and obtain salvation.

It is in 
prayer that power is given to 
endue the church and move the 
lost to Ohrist. The shackles fell 
off of Peter in prison while the 
Ohurch at Jerusalem, were on 
their knees. As priests, we must 
go into the boly of holies of 
God’s presence by the way of 
prayer, and receive an answer 
for the salvation of others, and 
then return with a blessing for 
them, or else we are not success- 
ful soul-winners. 


It has been said that sinners 
yield when Ohristians prevail. 
This statement is certainly true. 
The ungodly by nature are not 
disposed to obey God and seek 
Unless “God _ inter 
poses by the influence of the 
Holy Spirit, not # man on earth 
will ever obey the commands of 
God. And so far as we know 
the Holy Spirit never operates 
on sinners to save them, except 
in answer to prevailing prayer. 
If this be true we are more 
responsible for souls than many 
have believed, and prevailing 
prayer must be offered by Ohris- 
tians before sinners will be dis- 
posed tv come to Ohrist for sal- 
vation. 


The farther we go with the 
subject the more the truthful- 
ness of it 1s revealed. ‘The se- 
cret of soul-winning is earnest 
prevailing prayer. Power with 
God in prayer gives power with 
men for their salvation. Every 
sermon must be preceded or 
followed by earnest prevailing 
prayer to make it effective and 
count for the best. Every tract 
that is given, every word spoken, 
everthing that is done, with the 
salvation of a soul as a motive, 
must be preceded or followed by 
earnest prevailing prayer to make 
it effective. Ask God. to apply 
the truth contained in the tract to 
the reader’s heart. Ask God to 
apply the truth of the words 
spoken to the hearts of the 
hearers. 


A writer has very appropriately 
said: ‘*God is seeking priests 
among the sons of men. A 
human priesthood is one of the 
essential parts of His eternal 
plan. To rule creation by man 
is his design; to carry on worship 
of creation by man, is no less 
part of His design. Priesthood 
is the appointed link between 
heaver and earth, the channel of 
intercourse _between the sinner 
and God Such a priesthood, in 
so far as expiation 1s concerned, 
is in the hands of the Son of God 
alone; in so far as it is to be the 
medium of communion between 
Oreator and creature, it is also 
in the hands of redeemed men— 
of the Church of God. God is 
seeking kings, but not out of the 
ranks of angels. Fallen man 
must furnish Him with the rulers 
of the universe. Human hands 
must wield. the sceptre; human 
heads must wear the crown.”’ 

Ang this is the goal for which 
we are striving—to be kings 
and priests unto God: Success 
will crown our efforts in soul- 
winning in proportion to the 
earnest prevailing prayers that 
ascend to a throne of grace. 
And every one that loves Jesus 
| wants to be a soul-winner, then 
‘this can be realized in answer to

While the multi- 
tudes around me are locked in 
the arms.of slumber at this mid- 
night hour, my heart is breaking 
over a lost world as they are 
slumbering, unawakened, and 
no alarm. It will take God to 
awaken them, and He will do 
this in answer to _ prevailing 
prayer to that end. 

Oh, that the church may be- 
come so thoroughly awakened 
and alarmed that they wili ery 
in agony in behalf of the lost of 
earth like John Knox when he 
cried in the agony of his soul, 
“Give me Scotland or | die!’ 
And it is said that the death 
warraut of “bloody Mary” was 
signed in heaven, John 
Knox was on his knees. And 
when this wicked ruler said, “I 
fear the prayers of John Knox 
more than I fear all the armies 
of Europe,” she paid the highest 
tribute to .the power of prayer

We are anxicus to have Goid’s 
best, and strive within ourselves- 
in every conceivable manner to 
obtain the same, but when we 
face the only way, complete sub- 
mission, the flesh is weak. We 
see suffering in our path; we see 
even the pleasant environments 
and the comfortable things that 
we love so well and are absolute- 
ly essential to make our lives in 
the natural wav happy, swept 
away and are seemingly standing 
alone, aloof from friends, away 
from fellowship, love or sympathy 
as a weather-beaten stone in the 
burning desert, then we get faint 
hearted and commonly begin to 
question God as to whether this 
way is best. 

After reading the article in 
the Evangel ‘Suffering a Bless- 
ing,’’ 1 thought of how so many 
of us have said “i want to be 
fully surrendered and submissive 
to Jesus Christ.’’ Then how often 
when God is perhaps teaching 
us some lesson or moulding some 
Christ like characteristic into 
our lives which He could not 
otherwise teach us, or mould in 
us, we get so tired of the process 
and many times begin to com- 
plain and say ‘‘My Lord, how 
long shall such trying ordeals 
last??? Our patience exhaust so 
quickly, and we begin to pray 
for God to remove the same 
thing which we indirectly prayed 


the natural, and be so wholly 
absorbed in the love of God 
until to surrender temporal 
ben-fits of any sort in order 
to have a Ohrist like life 
within, will be our real desire. 
To suffer in the natural, to be 
exalted in the spiritual will be a 
pleasure. Oomplete submission 
to live, to die, to work, to ruffer 
to go or stay, to preach, to pray 
sincerely from the heart any 
where, any way, any time, any- 
thing for Thy will, Lord, to be 
perfected in me. 

Submission, Oh greatest of 
lessons! Let us, by God’s help, 
master it.
